Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4, and 25-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, "control means for controlling the encoding means and the 
recording means in accordance with an instruction to start a recording operation, issued 
during transmission of the encoded image signal by the transmission means, to change 
a number of the intra-encoded pictures interposed between the consecutive pairs of the 
intra-encoded pictures extracted for every n pictures so that the encoding means does 
not change the intra-encoding of the intra-encoded pictures extracted for every n 
pictures even if the instruction to start the recording operation is issued," which is a 
unique feature that is not disclosed by prior art. 

Claim 4 is allowed because it depends on claim 1 above. 

Claim 25 recites, "control means for controlling the encoding means and the 
recording means in accordance with an instruction to start a recording operation, issued 
during transmission of the encoded image signal by the transmission means, to change 
a rate of the intra-encoded pictures interposed between the consecutive pairs of the 
intra-encoded pictures extracted for every n pictures so that the encoding means does 
not change the intra-encoding of the intra-encoded pictures extracted for every n 
pictures even if the instruction to start the recording operation is issued," which is a 
unique feature that is not disclosed by prior art. 

Claim 26 is allowed because it depends on claim 25 above.

Claim 27 is allowed for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 above. 
Claim 28 is allowed because it depends on claim 27 above. 
Claim 29 is allowed for the same reason as discussed in claim 25 above.
